the engraving has been 
worn away, making it 
almost impossible to 
read the inscriptions. 
Rubbing dirt across the 
writing would usually 
bring out the names and 
dates. We came to the 
conclusion that many 
stones had disappeared 
over the years, either 
breaking or sinking into 
the ground as there was 
quite a bare spot where 
many of the oldest 
graves were. A sunny 
day would seem to be 
the best time to do this 
type of work, bur the 
sun striking one side of 
a stone would make it 
difficult to decipher. We 
found a dull day was 
better for this reason. 
One stone, which proved 
to be one of the most 
interesting, was {mpos- 
sible to read In the sun- 
shine, but quite easy to 
read on a dull day. 

Recording a cemetery 
is ery time-consuming 
as many stones would 
have eight or ten names 
on them, The work at 
St. Peter's was started 
in the fall of 1966, con- 
tlnaued the next spring 
and finally, with the help 
of members of the Soc- 
lety, finished In the fall 
of 1967. 

For those who do not 
know the location, St. 
Peter's is art the corner 
of Dundas St. and Miss- 
issauga Road high on a 
hill overlooking the 
Credit River, The first 
church was a2 wooden 
building erected in 1826, 
The present stone 
church was bullt in 1887 
with a bell tower added 
in 1910-and the latest 
addition in the 1950's. 

Rev. James Magrath 
was the first rector of 


-Taylor, Falconer 


St. Peter’s. With his 
wife, four sons and a 
daughter, he emigrated 
from Ireland in 1827, 
Settling at Soringfield 
on a farm they called 
Erindale, they were a 
talented and industrious 
family. Of the four sons, 
Thomas, the eldest, was 
in the Canadian militia 
retiring asa Lieut.-Col, 
He was an ardent 
sportsman and was one 
of the founders of the 
Royal Canadian Yacht 
Club, William stayed 
on the farm; Charles 
was a lawyer in Toronto 
and James was the 
storekeeper and post- 

master in Springfield, 
The daughter never 
married and lived at 
home. When Re?.°Ma- 
grath died in 1851, a 
provision in his will 
stated that his daughter 
Anna was tobe mistress 
of the house as long as 
she lived there. Imagine 
the frustration for Wil- 
liam’s wife when she 
found she was not to be 
mistress of the house. 
that her husband owned, 
One of the most com- 
mon names in the cem- 
etery, as far as num- 
bere go, is Conover. 
There are 43 Conovers

There are 


many Adamsons, a well- 


known name in Missis- 
sauga from Dr. Joseph 


Adamson who died in 
1852. Albertson, Shain,

Crozier are other 
names which occur fre- 
quently. Dr. Beaumont 
Dixie, the doctor after 
whom Dixie Road was 
named, is buried there, 
along with his twowlves 
and four children all of 
whom died in. infancy. 


One of the most inter~- 

eating stones in the 
Cemetery is the Hall 
family stone. The in- 
Bcription on the stone 
reads: 

“In memory of John, 
who died in 1746, age 
109, and his son John, 
who died in 1794, age 89, 
and his grandson, who 
died in 1821, age 101, 
and his great grandgon, 
who emigrated from the 
Parish of St. Lawrence,

‘Convincing 
ments have been 
vanced for both forms 
of election and I offer 
mine in favour of in- 
direct election, at least 
for our particular area. 
‘*Therefore in summ- 
ary, | belleve the most 
sultable form of Reg- 
ional Government would 
be Peel County as a 
separate unit, on the 
two-tier basis, within- 
direct elections of 
Council members.,”’
